FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 



Mary set out in haste, carrying the good news of God's 
great love. Wherever you go today, take God with you. 
(Luke 1:39-45) 


SPARKS FROM MARK; 

This is our fourth bulletin insert on the GIRM 
put out by the United States Catholic 
Conference of Bishops. It deals with the hearing 
of the Word of God at our Liturgy or the 
celebration of Mass. I would like to further 
discuss some of the points that are laid out in 
this insert. 

We would say that the scriptures that we hear 
proclaimed and preached every time we gather 
for worship, prayer and praise at our liturgies 
are inspired and without error. The word 
inspiration derives from a Latin root word 
which means to "breathe into". Robert Gnuse in 
his book the Authority of the Bible says 
Inspiration, then, is the word Christians has 
given to name their conviction that the Bible is 
"God-breathed", that the texts themselves, or at 
least their religious context, come by the way of 
some special form of the Spirit's influence. 

In the document from Second Vatican Dei 
verbum: The Dogmatic Constitution on Divine 
Revelation paragraph #11 affirms and teaches 
the inspiration and inerrancy of the scriptures, 
"Since, therefore, all that the inspired authors, or 
sacred writers, affirm should be regarded as 
affirmed by the holy spirit, we must 


acknowledge that the books of scriptures, 
firmly, faithfully and without error, teach that 
truth which God. for the sake of our salvation, 
wished to see confided to the sacred scriptures." 

When we take the time to reflect on the 

scriptures daily or at least before we come to 
celebrate the liturgy on Sunday, the scriptures 
have the power to reshape our hearts, molding 
them to love more deeply as that of Christ. Pope 
John Paul II challenges us as the Church to 
reflect on the Word of God before we come to 
celebrate the Eucharist. If we do not take the 
time to reflect beforehand John Paul II says "it 
is difficult for the liturgical proclamation for the 
Word of God alone to produce the fruit we 
might expect". Dies Domini #40. 

Let us meet people of the Gospel who take the 
time each week to listen to the Word of God, 
letting it transforms our lives, into the life of 
Christ.
